SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board of Stratham, New Hampshire. 


I take pleasure in submitting my seventh annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools. 


The school year 1954-1955 started with the following 
personnel : 


Miss Edna Crane, principal and teacher of grades 4-5. 
Mrs. Bertha Wiggin, teacher of grades 5-6. 

Mrs. Gladys Clements, teacher of grades 2-3. 

Mrs. Hilda Barker, teacher of grades 1-2. 

Mrs. Eleanor Henry, teacher of music. 

Miss Mary Shea, school nurse. 


There was one change in this staff. Mrs. Gladys 
Clements of Stratham replaced Mrs. Elizabeth Merrill. 
Mrs. Clements had taught at Newfields for several years 
before taking this position. 


The above staff is experienced and it is working dili- 
gently to give good instruction to the boys and girls. 


There was an increase in enrollment this year of 
about fifteen pupils. The numbers were not distributed 
equally by grades so that it was necessary to make 
some changes in teacher assignments in order to equal- 
ize the teaching loads. These can be noted in the list 
above. The present sixth grade with twenty nine mem- 
bers is probably the largest number in any class for a 
long while. 


The installation of a new gas stove in the kitchen has 
greatly aided the hot lunch program which is again 
operated very competently by Mrs. Hester Jewell and 
Mrs. Naomi Beairsto. This type of stove with its greater 


capacity has ‘been needed due to the increased enroll- 
ments of the last two years. 


The Parent-Teacher Association by its financial help 
in the purchase of a new slide and new swings has made 
a valuable contribution to the playground equipment. 


The new curtain which separates the classroom area 
from the rest of the activities room has made the work 
of the students and the teacher in the classroom, much 
easier and more effective. 


The amount of State Aid received by the Stratham 
School District for 1953-1954 was $6,395.31. In Federal 
Aid, the district received $2,983.75 for last year and ap- 
plication has been made for the present year. The law 
has been changed so that from now on the amount of 
Federal Aid which a district will receive is based on 
the number of parents of public school children who 
worked on federal property during the preceding year. 
This will enable a district to know in advance the 
amount of money it will receive for any given year. 


I would like to mention a few of the many bills deal- 
ing with education which are being presented to this 
session of the state legislature for action. 


One bill would reimburse each school district about 
fifty per cent of the cost of school transportation for 
all students up to sixteen years of age. Another bill deals 
with school building construction aid and would refund 
any district which finds it necessary to build about 
twenty five per cent of the cost of the construction. This 
bill has a retroactive feature to 1946 so that a district 
like Stratham which has in recent years built a new 
schoo] would be included in the school building aid. 
This is similar to laws which Vermont and Maine now 
have. 


Other bills would provide increased amounts of 
equalization State Aid as well as a flat grant aid which 
would pay to each district so much for each pupil en- 
rolled in school. 


The above bills are all plans to reduce the burden on 
the property taxpayer. 


I call to your attention the reports of the school nurse 
and the music teacher and the tables which follows. 


I again wish to thank the citizens, the members of the 
School Board, and the teachers for their continued sup- 
port and cooperation.

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The pattern of the music program for 1954 was 
similar to that of the preceding year. 


In a well-rounded music program every child should 
have a variety of musical experiences. 


The regular school room work included ear training, 
rhythms, rhythm band, work with tonettes, dancing, 
music appreciation, learning the fundamentals of music, 
note-reading and singing in unison and in parts. 


I should like to stress the importance of rhythms in 
the music program. Bodily response to the rhythms of 
music comes first. A child listens to the music and walks, 
runs, skips and responds in various ways to the rhythm 
of the song. Muscular co-ordination and control is 
gained. When the child receives his first music book, the 
music symbols mean nothing to him. However, if the 
child has responded through physical activities to var- 
ious rhythms, and instinctively knows, for instance that 
two running steps equal one walking step, it may be 
pointed out that a quarter note is a walking note, and 
that an eighth note is a running note. The notes may be 
read as walking, running, skipping notes, etc., and 
when the child reaches the stage of readiness for learn- 
ing the values of the notes, he instinctively feels the 
rhythm of the music. Much is learned about music 
through rhythms. 


The poise and self-confidence acquired through ap- 
pearances before the public is very valuable. In the 
spring, a program was given at the Town Hall. The 
first two grades took part in a group of health songs, 
the third and fourth grades presented the short operetta 


“Lazy Town,” and the fifth and sixth grades partici- 
pated in a western program. 


In. December, a group of Mrs. Wiggin’s pupils sang 
Christmas songs, read, and played together for the 
Unity Club, and a Christmas program was presented 
by all the pupils at the school-house. 


The fifth and sixth grades are enjoying new singing 
books which were purchased in the fall. 


In closing, I wish to thank Mr. Hoyt, the members - 
of the Schol Board, the P.T.A., the teachers and the par- 
ents for their co-operation.

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STRATHAM SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In the beginning of this report, I wish again to stress 
the importance of having a school doctor as part of 
your health program. Handicaps found early through 
a thorough examination can save both child and com- 
munity many unhappy experiences. This need not be 
an expensive program nor on a full time basis. Strat- 
ham is one of the two school districts left in the Super- 
visory Union) which have not as yet made plans for a 
medical check-up. There are enough children in your 
school to warrant this. 

Fortunately, you can report that through the help of 
the State Department of Health a “Pre-School and Well- 
Baby Roundup” will start in March. This will be most 
beneficial but it does not help those children already 
in school who may still have some unfound medical 
problems. 

We are glad to report that 90% of the Stratham chil- 
dren had Patch Test for T. B. this past year. No positive 
reactions were found. 

The dental needs of the children have received more 
attention this past year, but there is still a lot to be done. 
Unfortunately, some parents find this a very difficult 
task financially. A dental clinic, financed partially by 
local funds and partially by the State, would be of im- 
mense help. 

I wish to thank the School Board, the teachers, and 
the parents for their cooperation, without which I 
would be unable to function.
